Who knows? After all, people just made up heaven and hell. 

So then, when you die, you really just stop existing? You become nothingness? 
...No, I don't think that’s what happens. 

Really? 

Yeah. When people die, Гт sure they... 


It was around the end of July last year when I ran into that girl at the shore, 
where the Raimizaki lighthouse is visible. I can't remember the exact date. 
Her name was Mei; she was a girl in middle school. Í seem to recall that 
it was the second time Га met her. 
We'd first met a year earlier. The year before last in the early part of 
August. It was at the dinner party at the Misaki family's vacation home. My 
sister Tsukiho had invited me. 


She spoke barely a word at the party, limiting herself mostly to 
mouthing formalities. She was such a fair-skinned girl with a slight build. 
Quiet and seeming a little sad, she didn*t look like she was enjoying the get- 
together that night much at all. That's what I remembered about her. 

The most noticeable thing about her at the time was that her left eye was 
blue. I had heard that her mother, the doll maker, had made a special false 
eye for her. 

That's why. 

The color of her eye, the almost fairy blue, had lingered vividly in my 
mind... 

When we saw each other again last summer, I noticed the patch over her 
left eye and spoke without thinking. 

“Oh-ho. She's wearing an eye patch now, eh?" I even went so far as to 
thoughtlessly add, “Why would she cover up such lovely mismatched 
eyes?" 

My nephew Sou, who'd come to visit, asked me, "What does 
*mismatched eyes’ mean?" 

The same tone he always used, in the pure alto of a little boy, before the 
voice changed. 

"It means her eyes are different colors." 

After giving my answer, I walked over to the girl. 

“You're Mei, if I recall? We met last year at Mr. Misaki's house." 

“...НеПо.” 

She responded in а voice so quiet it was almost swallowed up Бу the 
sound of the waves and turned her right eye to look down at my feet. 

“Are you hurt?” she asked. 

“Oh, you mean...,” I began, then looked down at my left leg and 
nodded slightly. “1 was in an accident a long time ago,” I replied. “Did you 
not notice it last year?” 

“Er...no.” 

“My injury never fully healed, so unfortunately I have a slight limp in 
my left leg now. Not that it hurts, though.” 

As I spoke, I tapped my left leg just above the knee to demonstrate. 

"Tt was a terrible accident, actually. I was in middle school. The bus my 
class was on got hit by a truck...” 

The girl angled her head slightly, saying nothing. 


“Several of my friends died. So did the head teacher. I was one of the 
survivors,” | continued. 

Again nothing. 

“Im Teruya Sakaki. Nice to meet you again.” 

“...Likewise.” 

“This is my nephew, Sou...But you knew that. He's my sister's—That 
is, Tsukiho Hiratsuka's son, but when he's on vacation, he often comes to 
visit me...I’m glad we're so close, but you know, Sou, you need to make 
some friends at school, too." 

Sou didn't react to this, but timidly came out from behind me and 
greeted the girl. ^Hello." Just like the girl, his voice was almost lost in the 
sound of waves. 

A short time later, I felt as if I were rambling endlessly at the girl. About 
my hobby of taking photos, about the mirages you could see in the ocean 
here from time to time... 

I had a few more opportunities to see and talk to her after that also, but I 
can't remember the details. I might be able to bring it back in snatches, but 
maybe not. Nevertheless— 

I do remember making a comment along these lines to her at some 
point: “Your eye. That blue eye." 

I said it, knowing full well that it was an artificial eye inserted in place 
of her natural eye. 

“With that eye of yours, you might be seeing the same things I am... 
looking in the same direction." 

At that, she looked back at my face, somewhat startled. “Why?” she 
whispered. *Why would you...?" 

“You know, I'm not sure," I answered, perplexed, unable to formulate 
anything more than that ambiguous response—that's how it seemed. “I 
wonder why I said that." 

The girl's name is Mei. Mei Misaki. 

I had heard that Mei was written with the character for howl. 

The rumble of a mountain. The boom of a thunderclap. Mei Misaki. 


It was about nine months after this that I, Teruya Sakaki, died. 


I don't mean that I “died” metaphorically. Not “as good as dead” and not 
“dead at heart.” 

I died. 

I am no longer alive; I am dead. That much is not in question. 

Indisputably, I died this spring—one day at the start of May. 

I stopped breathing, my heart stopped beating, and my brain activity 
stopped for all eternity...and I became what I am now. An existence 
without the physical body of a living man, and only the consciousness (... 
soul?) deemed “I.” What you might call a ghost. 

I died. 

At the beginning of May, getting close to the end of Golden Week. The 
date was May 3, a Sunday. My twenty-sixth birthday. 

It was after eight thirty that night. I believe there was a hazy half-moon 
blurred into the sky. 

I died. 

I clearly remember the scene—the sight before me in the very moment 
that I lost my life, or perhaps just before it slipped away. It forms a vivid 
picture, complete with a mix of sounds and voices. 

I was inside my house. In the spacious foyer with stairs up to the second 
floor... 

I was in the hall of Lakeshore Manor, where I had lived for many years 
alone. Tsukiho and I had long called this place, doubling as a spacious 
stairwell, located at the center of the building near the entrance hall, the 
"grand entry." 

I had collapsed on the hard black floor of the grand entry. I wore black 
pants and a white, long-sleeved shirt. An ensemble not unlike that of a 
middle school or high school student. 

My body lay faceup. My arms and legs were splayed out, bent at jarring 
angles. I tried to move but failed completely. 

My face was turned sideways. As with my arms and legs, I was totally 
unable to move it. Something must have happened to the bones in my 
neck... And then there was the blood. 


Some part of my head had split open, and red blood smeared my 
forehead and cheek. A pool of blood was gradually spreading over the floor. 
It was а terrible scene. 

On the threshold of death, my eyes open wide and glassy—one might 
say I saw this picture. 

Thinking reasonably, you would never expect to be able to see yourself 
in such a state with your own eyes. There was a simple trick to it. 

What I had looked at that day was a mirror hanging on the wall of the 
room. 

A large rectangular mirror taller than a person. 

The mirror showed that picture—showed me—as I looked in the 
moments when my life slipped away. As I lay on the brink of death, my 
eyes were inadvertently locked on it. 

The reflection of my bloody face suddenly transformed. 

The contorted, taut expression slackened into an oddly peaceful look, as 
if freed from pain, fear, and uncertainty... And then. 

A faint movement on my lips. 

Trembling ever so slightly. It was— 

Was I saying something? 

Yes. I was...But— 

I don't now know what I might have been trying to say at that moment, 
or whether I did, in fact, say anything. I also don't know what I felt or 
thought at that time. I can't remember it. 

I could hear a sound. 

An antique grandfather clock stood in the hall. Its bell chimed once. 

It was eight thirty. And as if overlaying that solemn echo— 

I could hear a voice. 

Someone's voice shouting faintly. 

Calling my name (*...Teruya..."). Ah. I know this voice. 

All at once, I noticed. 

The sight of myself in the mirror, slipping away. In one corner of the 
mirror, I could see the reflected form of the *someone" whose voice I heard. 
It was... 


... And this is where my living awareness cuts off. It wasn't an out-of- 


body experience like people talk about so often, but I do believe this was 
the moment of my death. 

Even now, this memory of death lingers so vividly in my mind, but 
everything before and after is a sprawling blank, as if obscured by a thick 
fog. The answers to “Why did I die?” or “What happened after I died?” 
aren't clear. The “after” part of the “before and after” is more than merely 
blank...it's an unfathomable darkness. 

Bottomless, empty...the darkness that follows death. 


This is how I, Teruya Sakaki, died. 
And why afterward, I began this existence—what you might think of as 
a ghost. 


When you think about it, it seems obvious, but being a ghost is an 
extremely unsettling state of being. I’ve learned this from experience. 

Ever since my death that night, I’ve had an imperfect sense of time. 

And of course, since I don't have a flesh body, I have imperfect somatic 
senses. 

I can have thoughts, but the supporting memories are extremely 
vague...Perhaps it would be more correct to say that they're choppy and 
vary greatly in intensity. 

Nonconsecutive rather than continuous. 

Fragmentary rather than complete. 

—TI suppose that might describe it. 

Same with time. 

Same with knowledge. 

Same with memories. And same with my consciousness. 

As if I’m preserving “myself,” barely keeping my balance, while I do 
my best to string together the nonconsecutive, the fragmentary. As if it 
could scatter in all directions at any moment, all of it truly eradicated... 


I feel this threat keenly, but agonizing over it serves no purpose. All I 
can do is accept things the way they are now. 
Because in any event, I’m still dead. 


I woke up two weeks after my death. 

Which of course is not to say that I came back to life. I noticed that I 
had suddenly been freed from the darkness that had sucked me in 
immediately after I died and that there was a “me” here. That's what I 
mean by *woke up." 

At first I didn't know what was going on. 

When I woke up, the first thing I became aware of was a certain large, 
familiar-looking mirror. 

The big rectangular mirror hanging in the grand entry. The mirror that 
had dispassionately shown me drawing my last breath. 

All of a sudden, I could see it. Only one or two meters away. Meaning 


I was in front of the mirror. I felt myself *standing" there. And yet— 

The mirror in front of my eyes showed not the slightest reflection of me 
standing there. Even though it showed everything else around me exactly as 
it was. 

I could sense my body. 

I felt that I had arms and legs, my chest, my neck, my head, my face— 
all there like usual. I could even see and touch them with my own eyes and 
hands. I was wearing clothes, too. Black pants with a white, long-sleeved 
shirt. The same clothes I'd worn the night I'd died in this spot... 

... That's how I am present in this place. 

I could be self-aware. 

Regardless, the mirror reflected none of this. 

What was going on? 

Through intense bewilderment and confusion, I finally achieved a 


proper understanding of the situation. 

That I am present in this place. 

But not as one of the living with a physical body. I am one of the dead 
and have lost my body of flesh. 

The body I now felt as “being here” did not actually exist. Neither did 
the clothes. Surely they were all afterimages of life that only I could 
sense...And that was why. In other words—for some reason, it seemed that 
I had woken up here as what people would call a ghost. 

I turned my eyes away from the mirror. 

There were no longer any traces of the blood from my death on the floor 
before me. I suppose someone had wiped it up afterward. 

I looked slowly around at my surroundings. 

The large antique grandfather clock standing to one side of the door 
leading to the entranceway, the clock that had sounded its bell right before 
my death—its hands were now stopped at 6:06. They didn't move. Perhaps 
there was no one to wind it now that I was dead. 

I went up to the second floor. 

When I made this movement, I intended to walk up the stairs, but this 
was presumably also an afterimage of life. As, l'm sure, was the fact that I 
had a slight limp in my left leg when *walking," just as I had in life. 

When I reached the second floor, a gallery-like path ran almost halfway 
around the open hall of the foyer. 

My library, bedroom, and other rooms were on the second floor. There 
were also several empty rooms I had almost never used in the many years 
Ра lived here...so it seemed that the general information about this manor 
had stayed with me despite my shift to being a ghost. 

Suddenly, partway down the second-floor hallway— 

My eyes stopped on the wooden banister running along the side facing 
the open space of the foyer. 

It had been repaired, new wood fitted into it, as if it had broken or 
cracked. It looked very much as if it had been an emergency repair. 

I looked over the banister and down to the first floor. 

So it had happened right down there. The place I had crumpled to on the 
verge of death that night. Meaning— 

Had I fallen from this spot just moments earlier? And I had hit my head 
hard, maybe snapped my vertebrae, too... 


I groped fearfully through the blank space in my memory where the 
thick fog gathered. And then... 

...А voice (What are you doing...? Тегиуа?). 

Someone's voice (...Stop it). 

Several voices (...Don’t worry about it) (You can't... Don't do it!). 

It seemed on the verge of coming back to me (...Don't worry about it), 
and then slipped away. 

I moved down the second-floor hallway. I went into one of the rooms. 

It was a bedroom. 

Moss-colored curtains were drawn over the window, but the light 
outside shone through a gap between them, dimly lighting the room. 

There was a small double bed. The covers were pulled neatly over it. It 
looked as if no one had used it in a long time. 

There was a small clock on the bedside table. 

It was a battery-powered digital clock, and unlike the clock in the grand 
entry, this one was working normally...2:25 PM. It showed the date, too. 
Sunday, May 17. 

It was while looking at this display that I finally understood that two 
weeks of time had passed since my death on the night of May 3. 

What had happened in this house that night two weeks ago? 

Why and what series of events had led me to a death like that? 

The thick fog showed no signs of receding. 

I remembered that I had died. But I couldn't really remember what had 
happened before or after that. Even I had to admit that an *amnesiac ghost" 
was pretty funny, but— 

Why had I died? 

That was when I decided I would answer this critical question. 

My vision crackled apart, like a TV screen with a bad signal. Several 
images floated before me in that moment. 

On the bedside table. 

A bottle of something and a glass, and also... 

Near the center of the room. 

Something white hanging there, swaying... 

... What?! 

What is this?—by the time the question entered my mind, the images 


had already vanished. 

Confused, I murmured, “What on earth...?” 

My ears, nothing more than relics themselves, picked up the “voice” 
issuing from my throat, nothing more than ап afterimage of life. In life, my 
voice had been a rich baritone; hearing the cracking, papery sound that 
echoed now without any similarity startled me. 

Instinctively, both hands went to my throat. 

My fingers, only an afterimage, touched my skin, itself an afterimage— 
Oh. This sensation won t tell me anything. But... 

“My throat," I tried whispering once again. 

My voice was indeed hoarse. 

My throat must have been crushed when I'd died two weeks earlier. I'd 
fallen from the second-floor hallway, may have broken my neck...So, even 
as a ghost, my voice wouldn't... 

I lingered there gloomily, and the hollow darkness crept back in. 


Ghosts are said to “appear.” 

At graves, for example. 

At ruins and abandoned houses, for example. 

At intersections and tunnels, the frequent subject of rumors...They 
appear. 

From the perspective of the people to whom a ghost appears, anything 
these people lack the basic ability to see or feel normally must be a ghost. 
When they can see or feel them for some spontaneous reason, people are 
surprised and say the ghost “appeared,” and they're frightened. 

People usually can't correctly predict when a ghost will appear. Even 
when they try, they're often wrong. So most times people are caught 
unawares. And so they're scared. I suppose that’s how it works. 

However, now that Га become а ghost, I believed the situation was 
pretty much the same for the one doing the appearing, too. Meaning 


that... 

A dead person's spirit (their...soul?) lingering in this world after death 
is actually an extremely unnatural and unsettling state of being. 

It is not continuous. 

It is not a definitive ending, but rather a gathering together of fragments, 
struggling to preserve some sameness. 

So— 

“L” as a ghost, will not “exist” perpetually at every hour of the day. I 
don't “exist”; I do in fact “appear.” 

Absent even this degree of overriding law, without purpose or meaning 
(so it seemed), from time to time I appear and then disappear. I don't know 
how it is for ghosts generally, and there's no way I could find out, but that's 
how it was for me, at least. 

I feel like it's not a very apt metaphor, but it can also be understood 
using the terms sleep and waking. 

When I died and became a ghost, I was usually in the hollow darkness I 
mentioned before, asleep. I suppose the darkness might have been a 
threshold between this world and the next. And every now and again, I 
would wake up and wander through this world. In other words, I would 
"appear." 

While I was appearing, all I ever thought about was my own death. 

Why did I die? 

What happened after I died? 

I... 

The numerous pressing questions of the amnesiac ghost. In addition to 
which— 

A feeling of deep sadness, as if enveloping me entirely... 

What was I so sad about? 

That was another big question. 

What did I have го be sad about anymore? 

The fact that I had died? 

The twenty-six years of life before my death? 

Or maybe... 


After I woke up on Мау 17, Гхе occasionally appeared at Lakeshore 
Manor. 

In such times, I wandered alone through a house now devoid of 
occupants, and while doing so, I firmed my grip on the gradually fading 
outlines of “myself from life”... 


Teruya Sakaki. 

I was born May 3, 1972, in the town of Yomiyama. 
Male. Single. Twenty-six years old at death. 

Yes. That is me. 


My father's name was Shotaro. Shotaro Sakaki. 

He was a talented doctor, but six years ago he suffered a severe illness 
and passed away. It was an unfortunate thing to happen right before I turned 
twenty. He was sixty when he died. 

My mother's name was Hinako. 

She had died suddenly in her mid-forties, much earlier than my father, 
still young. That happened eleven years ago, during my time in middle 
school... 

My sister Tsukiho was eight years older than me. 

Her first husband died quite soon after they were married, and she 
brought her young son Sou, still one year old, back with her to the family 
home. That was eleven years ago, too. And then with my mother's death 
coming so soon after that...As a result, our family decided to leave 
Yomiyama. 

The first place we moved was Lakeshore Manor. 


This mansion, built near Lake Minazuki in the small town of Hinami, 
was originally a vacation home belonging to my father, Shotaro. So you 
might say our move here eleven years ago was like an emergency 
evacuation. In fact, we secured a new house in another area the following 


year and the family moved there. 

It was a short while after my father's death that I inherited the house and 
decided to live here. At the time, I was enrolled at a private university in the 
prefecture, but I decided to use that opportunity to take a break from school. 
After two years, I finally dropped out. 

After that, I continued living here by myself. I never once held a proper 
job. It was selfishness enabled by the significant inheritance I received from 
my father. 


“Гуе been fond of this place for a long time," I remember telling 
someone. Who was I talking to and when was it? 

“Dad liked it here, too. It felt like he would take the slightest excuse to 
come here by himself and stay for a couple days." 

Ра heard that going back decades ago, a wealthy foreigner had built the 
house in the architectural style of his homeland. My father had just 
happened to see it and like it, and so he'd decided to buy it. 

There was a spacious library in the heart of the first floor, as well, 
separate from the library on the second floor. Of the thousands of books 
cluttering the bookshelves (which maybe I should feel bad about), the 
majority belonged to my deceased father's collection. 

When I was brought to this house as a child, I would always spend 
many long hours in these rooms of books. While they were packed full of 
“srown-up books” in every type of field, they also contained many comics 
and novels that a kid could enjoy, too. 

After I became the master of the house, my nephew Sou came to visit 
often, and just as I used to, he treated this collection of books as his own 
private library. Even though I would have thought it was tough to come 
over since it took close to thirty minutes to reach here from the Hiratsuka 
house by bicycle. 

Tsukiho fell in love with her current husband Shuji at first sight and 
married him the year before my father's death. She had just become 
pregnant with Mirei when I started to live here. 

Sou...I appreciated his attachment to me, like I was an older brother, 
but sometimes it worried me a bit, too. I knew he must have some complex 
feelings about Tsukiho getting remarried and having a little sister with a 


different father. He was well behaved and introverted but very smart. That 
alone was reason enough... 

“Will you always live here by yourself, Teruya?” Sou asked me once, 
though I actually can't remember when. “Aren't you ever going to get 
married?” 

“Well, Т don't have anyone to marry,” I remember answering, half- 
joking. “Plus, it's a lot easier living by yourself. I like this house, and I...” 

І...І remember not knowing where to go from there and closing my 
mouth. Sou was nodding and looking up at my face the whole time. 


I wonder how the world reacted to my death. Actually, I wonder if my death 
on the night of May 3 was made public at all. 

These were questions I had begun to ask around the latter part of May. 

Already half a month after my death, and here was this house believed 
to have no occupants. And yet the house itself hadn't died, still felt alive... 
Perhaps that captures the feeling. 

I could hear the sound of the refrigerator running in the kitchen, and 
once when I appeared, I even heard the telephone ringing. 

When I heard the telephone in the grand entry ring, I was in the library 
on the second floor. It weighed on my mind and so I went downstairs, but of 
course as a ghost, I couldn't have answered the phone. 

It was the dock for the cordless phone. It had an answering machine 
built into it, and after the automated message and the beep, the caller's 
voice played on the speaker. 

"Hey, Sakaki? It's been a while, just wondering how things are дот”. 
It's me, Arai." 

Arai...Would that be with the characters for new well? Or for rough- 
hewn well? 

Groping through my patchy recollections, I teased out a memory. I was 
sure I'd had a classmate by that name, a long time ago... 


Even though I told Sou, “You have to make other friends,” when I was 
alive—and especially the last few years—I'd had almost no one I would 
have called a friend. 

I don't think I was a radical misanthrope or anything. I was just 
somehow terrible at keeping a conversation going to match the other 
person's interest or ease their tension, and I never kept relationships going 
for long... 

“РИ try calling you back later.” 

Arai went on. I couldn't remember what he looked like at all. 

“I bet you're living the easy life, like always. Still, there's somethin’ Га 
like to talk to you about. ..Anyway, if you feel like it, give me a call. Okay?” 


I'm sure that when I was alive, I was seen in the world as *doing 
whatever he wants, not even holding down a job like a responsible adult." It 
sounds different when you say “educated man of leisure” instead, but even 
setting aside the “leisure” part, I myself wondered about the “educated” 
part. 

Sometimes I would take my hobbyist camera and go on aimless 
expeditions in the car. When I was taking a break from college, I even 
wandered all the way to the ocean by myself. And to India in Southeast 
Asia, and I think somewhere in South America, too, once...But... 

But they all felt like distant dreams now, all sense of reality diluted out 
of them. 

What had I been seeking on those trips? The feelings Га had at the time 
were totally obscure to me now. 

Photos Pd taken decorated the mansion here and there. There were 
photos of the places Га traveled to, but there were also more than a few 
taken nearby. There was also a photo where I managed to catch a great 
photo opportunity at the ocean of a strange mirage. 


While sitting (or perhaps “with the conviction that I sat” would be a more 
accurate phrasing) in the chair at the desk in the second-floor library, I 
would, among other things, run through my memories of when I was alive. 

In one area of the large desk sat an old-style dedicated word processor. 
But in my present state, I lacked the power to start it up and use it. 

For a ghost with no corporeal body, flipping a power switch on 
machines like this and using them...It seemed I was fundamentally 
incapable of such actions. Not to say that it was totally impossible for me to 
touch or move things: I could open a book or notebook, for example, move 
a door... Those things weren't beyond me. 

I wasn't sure where the line was drawn, but the latter class of physical 
actions would probably look to the living like a spiritual manifestation like 
a poltergeist. That's the explanation I dreamed up. 


“What is this a photo of?" I remembered being asked. 

Who had asked me that question? And when? 

“On the right there, is that you when you were younger, Mr. Sakaki?" 

I at least knew that the other person wasn't Sou. Sou wouldn't call me 
Mr. Sakaki. 

A simple, plain wooden picture frame that stood on the desk in the 
library. The question was about an old color photo inside the frame. 

The picture was still on the desk now. 

It showed five young people. 

Three boys and two girls. The boy on the right in the picture was 
definitely me. I was wearing a navy blue polo shirt and had my right hand 
propped on my hip, smiling. I was holding a brown cane in my left hand, 
but... 

It looked like the picture had been taken somewhere near here. There 
was a lake in the background. Maybe a commemorative photo taken on the 
shore of Lake Minazuki? 

The date the photo was taken was printed in the lower right corner: 
*8/3/1987." On the border of the picture frame, someone had handwritten, 
“Last summer vacation of middle school." 

It was true—1987 had been eleven years earlier. The year my mother 
suddenly passed away and my family left Yomiyama, and this had been the 


summer vacation of that year... 

Third year in middle school. A fifteen-year-old me/Teruya Sakaki. 

The other four people... Yes, they were friends from my class and— 

“It's a photo that brings back а lot of memories,” I think I replied to the 
question. “Of that memorable summer vacation.” 

“Oh yeah?” the other person responded offhandedly. “You look like 
you're having a lot of fun, the way you're smiling in this picture. You look 
like a totally different person...” 

...АКег playing the memory back to this point, I finally remembered. 

That's right. It was that girl. 

The girl with mismatched eyes I'd run into again on the seashore at the 
end of July last year. When she had come over to this house... 

The girl's name was Mei. Mei Misaki. 

She said Mei was written with the character for howling. Mei Misaki—

What does it mean to “become an adult” ? 

—Нт? 

When you were little, did you ever think, 1 want to be a grown-up already! 

Hmm...I don't really remember. 

What age do you have to be to be a grown-up? 

Well, you become a legal adult at age twenty. They used to call that *coming of age," and 
the adulthood ceremony for boys was held when they were younger than that. Like at age 
twelve. 

Does the beginning of adulthood change in different parts of history? 

Different parts of history, different countries, and different communities, yeah. 

Huh... 

To me, I figure once you're in high school, you're probably an adult. Up to middle school, 
you're a child. That's how long the compulsory education is, anyway, and you cant get 
married at that point. 

You can get married once you're in high school? 

Girls can get married at sixteen and boys at eighteen. That's how it's set up. 

Huh... 


Ghosts are said to “haunt” things. 

The object of their haunting can be a specific place, or a person, or 
sometimes an object. 

For example, when a ghost haunts a house, that house becomes a 
haunted house. When haunting a person, in the worst-case scenario, the 
afflicted person might be possessed and killed. Like in the Yotsuya Kaidan, 
that famous old ghost story. Perhaps the “cursed treasure” that brings its 
owner bad luck is another example of haunting an object. 

There's plenty of fiction written about ghosts, but none of that is 
anything more than a product of a living person's imagination. No one 
knows, or could possibly know, what an actual ghost is like. 

And although I’ve actually become a ghost myself now, that still doesn't 
mean I can talk knowledgeably about ghosts in general. The only thing I 
know about is my own situation... 

...Still. 

Why did I turn into this? 

This continues to bother me. 

I don't think this happens to all the people who die. 

What happens to a person after they die? Do they go to an afterlife, like 
heaven or hell? Or is nothingness the only thing that was ever waiting for us 
after death?...I decided to set aside such huge questions. 

It's hard to believe that my current in-between state, as unnatural and 
unstable as it is, could be the norm after death. If the world were so full of 
ghosts, it would be a big deal...Even as a ghost myself, that's how it 
seemed to me. 

This in-between unnatural and unstable condition must be a rather 
unique one to assume after death. 

And given that — 

Why did I turn into this? 

I really couldn't shake this thought. Which is only natural. 

Wouldn't you expect there to be some fitting reason or cause behind it? 
It's impossible to resist the urge to think so. 


If I assumed that my/Teruya Sakaki's ghost was haunting something— 
I had the feeling it was definitely a place I was haunting. It was 


Lakeshore Manor, where I had lived in life and where that life had ended. 
But— 

You might then suppose the only place 1 could appear was this 
mansion, but that seemed not to be the case. That, too— 

It was the night of May 27. 

The first time I appeared anywhere other than Lakeshore Manor. 


...In a large room facing a veranda. 

What had originally been a Japanese-style tatami room had been largely 
renovated into an imitation of a Western-style combo living and dining 
room. A high-quality carpet was spread over the floor, on which were 
arranged a black-painted dining room table and chairs. Several plates and 
bowls piled with food were set on the table. A table set for dinner. 

Three of the living were in this place at the time. 

Tsukiho Hiratsuka—i.e., my sister. 

Her two children—i.e., the older brother Sou and the little sister Mirei. 

The image of the three of them sitting around the dinner table was 
reflected in the glass of the door to the veranda. Suddenly, I realized I was 
looking at it. 

After a brief moment of bewilderment, I realized Aha. For some reason, 
without warning, this time I had appeared here, somewhere other than 
Lakeshore Manor. 

“Here” being Ше Hiratsuka house, where Tsukiho lived. 

Although also in Hinami, the house was in the long-standing town 
center, rather far from the Lakeshore Manor built in the vacation 
home/resort area. But I had visited it several times during my life. I also 
remembered this combo living and dining room. 

Why had my/Teruya Sakaki’s ghost suddenly manifested here—in the 
Hiratsuka house—tonight? 

The glass door acted as a mirror, reflecting the three figures of the 


mother and her children. There was no other human figure visible in it. 
Regardless— 

I was positive I was there. 

By myself to one side of the dining room table. From there, I took in the 
sight of the room. 

I watched the three people's faces and movements. 

I listened to their voices and conversation. And yet— 

Not a single one of them noticed my presence there. To them, the living, 
the figures of the dead (a ghost) were fundamentally invisible. 

A clock hung on the wall. 

It was seven thirty рм. The night was already dark outside. 

The clock also showed the date. 

Wednesday, May 27. 

May 27...Ah yes. I'm sure that was the date. 

I slowly dredged a memory back up. 

Today, I was sure, was Tsukiho's... 

“Mommy, Mommy!” Mirei said to Tsukiho. "Where's Daddy? Where's 
Daddy?" 

“Daddy’s at work, honey,” Tsukiho answered gently. 

“At work? Why is Daddy always at work?" 

“His work is very important. That's why." 

Simply put, Shuji Hiratsuka, whom Tsukiho had married seven years 
earlier, was a businessman from an old family of the area. He was a hotshot 
who had broadened the business from its origins in real estate and 
construction. 

He was a full twelve years older than Tsukiho, but for some reason he 
had chosen her for his spouse, despite the fact that she'd already been 
married and had a child.

Are we 
having cake?”

“Whaaaaat?” Mirei looked even more unhappy. 

To one side, Sou stayed silent through it all. I couldn't see his face from 
where I was, and so I looked at his expression in the reflection of the glass 
door. 

I suppose his face could be called expressionless. 

It could also be taken as dispirited, and he looked as if he were intently 
hidden away in a shell... 

"What about Uncle Sakaki?" Mirei asked Tsukiho. “Last year Uncle 
Sakaki came and celebrated with us, right?" 

“Oh...” 

At that, Tsukiho showed some faint dismay. 

“You're right, he did. But Teruya said he can't come today, either. I 
think he went on a trip somewhere recently." 

Went on a trip? She can't mean that— 

I died that night! 

I died, and now I’m here. I became a ghost and appeared here. 

I wanted to argue, but I abandoned the idea almost right away. Even if I 
were to “give voice" to these thoughts and say them aloud, no one would be 
able to hear me. 

A TV standing on a media cabinet was turned on. It looked like a 
fantasy anime for girls was playing, and finally Mirei turned her attention to 
that and stopped sulking. 

Sou stayed expressionless and silent the whole time. He wasn't even 
particularly touching his food. 

" Are you all right, Sou?" Tsukiho asked him worriedly. *You don't want 
to eat any more?" 

“...М№,” Sou replied in a quiet voice I wasn’t quite sure I actually heard. 
“...Мау I be excused?” 

“Do you feel up to going to school tomorrow?" 

At this new question, Sou shook his head slightly from side to side, not 
speaking. 


When Tsukiho finished clearing the table, she spread a newspaper over it 
and began reading. 

Mirei was quietly watching TV. 

Sou was sprawled on the sofa in the living room but was still as silent as 
ever, with nothing resembling an expression on his face... 

None of the three showed the slightest sign of noticing my presence in 
the room. 

No matter how I chose to act right now, none of them would see me, 
and no matter what I said, none of them would hear. It sounds obvious, but 
now that I had become like this, I was simply not there to them. 

Even so— 

Why had Tsukiho said that I *went on a trip"? 

I had lost my life in the grand entry of Lakeshore Manor the night of 
May 3. I had fallen from the second-floor corridor and died. And yet— 

Did Tsukiho not know that? 

No. She had to know. 

Tsukiho must have known. 

She must have known that Га died there that night...(What are you 
doing...? Teruya?) 

When I had looked over the hall railing that showed signs of having 
been broken and down at the first floor, a memory had seemed to swell back 
up in my mind. Several voices I had heard that night (...Stop it) (You 
can't...Don't do it!). 

I thought that yes, that had been Tsukiho's voice. 

And the other voice answering her (...Don't worry about it) had 
probably been my own. 

Meaning— 

On the night of May 3, Tsukiho must have been there and witnessed my 
death. So then why...? 

It wasn't just Tsukiho. 

I went to stand beside Sou, who was sprawled out on the sofa, and 
looked down at his face. 


Sou—you were there, too, that night... 

He said it with such perfect timing that 
it seemed as if my thoughts had reached him and he had responded to it. 

“Т don't know about it. I don't know anything. About anything...” 

“What's wrong, Sou?"

The same night, her mother also passed away at the hospital, which she had 
been transported to. 

Reading this article, if Tsukiho or perhaps Sou had sensed something 
more in this straightforward announcement of an unfortunate accident... 

The main reason would have been the name of the school: Yomiyama 
North Middle. And then the fact that the dead student was a third-year 
student. It would probably have been these two things. 

As Tsukiho said, I had once gone to the same Yomiyama North Middle 
(abbreviated “North Yomi”). Eleven years ago when my family and I had 
left Yomiyama, I had been a third-year in Class 3, and...

...Whichever. 

“Whichever” ? 

You're not free as а kid...But I hate grown-ups. 

You hate them? 

It depends on the person. If I could be a grown-up I like, ГА want to grow up right now. 
Ah, I see. But you know, it isn't that great being grown-up. 

It isnt? 

I wish I could go back. To being a kid. 

Why? 


Why do you want to go back to being a kid? 
...Because I want to remember it, I suppose. 
Remember what? 

Oh, well... 


June passed and July began...The seasons turned toward summer, and all 
sorts of things changed in all sorts of ways as time rolled on, while I 


remained unchanged. 

In this unnatural, unstable “state of existence” as a ghost, continuing to 
linger noncommittally in the world of the living in а half-formed way, every 
once in a while appearing without any set cycle or regularity. 

At Lakeshore Manor or somewhere nearby. 

In the Hiratsuka house or that neighborhood. 

I also appeared in places that didn't fall into any of those categories. On 
a seaside path on a rainy day or on the grounds of a dilapidated temple 
whose name [ didn't know... 

And yet no one noticed these frequent apparations. Not a single person. 

What could possibly be the reason I had become this way? 

I felt as if I already knew the answer to this question. I wouldn't say I 
was 100 percent positive, but it seemed plausible. 

I don't think, for example, that I held a grudge against someone or that I 
held on to some lingering attachment or regret about some task that I had 
failed to complete. Even as an amnesiac ghost, I would expect to have at 
least a tiny awareness of it if such strong emotions were at the root of this— 
and yet. 

I felt no malice toward anyone in particular. 

And I didn't have any good guesses about what I might have left 
unfinished—I don't think. 

All I had was a feeling of sorrow overlying my entire self, profound and 
yet undefinable... 

... That's why. 

Thinking about it, I feel sure the cause is the fact that I remain 
“unmourned.” 

I died, but my death is unacknowledged by anyone, and no funeral or 
proper burial has taken place. Not only that, but not even I know where my 
physical body (read: corpse) is or what happened to it after I died. In such 
an unjust situation, I suppose I will continue on this way. 

Which would mean... 


When I appear somewhere, even if I try to touch someone, they never 
realize I’m there. I suppose some people might get a feeling, but it isn't 
clear-cut. 

Ghosts have а lot of problems—is that really what this boils down to? 

Suppose I was a vengeful spirit with a violent malice at the root of my 
existence: I would probably haunt the person I hated and end up trying to 
kill them. I suppose that sort of ghost has characteristics that make it easy to 
detect its presence, i.e., easy to spot. These are examples of the pointless 
things I wound up thinking about. 

In my case, I was presumably a different kind of ghost. In basic terms, 
no one was aware of me or saw me. To say nothing of the fact that I wasn't 
trying to haunt or kill anyone specific, not that I even could. No matter 
where, when, or how I appeared, I was utterly *not there" to people. 

АП I could do anymore was accept it and think, So that’s how it is... As 
July started, the feeling of surrender was gaining ground inside me. 

For example, I thought about possibly kicking up a fuss reminiscent of a 
poltergeist to draw attention.

I 
could handle the vague idea of it, but when I considered whether or not it 
was what I truly wanted, I became somehow uncertain...

“When a person dies, I feel like they can connect in some way with 
everyone." 

Ah...what is this? 

Oh yes, this is something I said to someone sometime in the past. 

“Who is “everyone”?” 

When they asked me that, I believe Г answered, “Т mean everyone who 


died before them.” 

...And yet. 

Even though I was dead, I was completely alone here. Stranded in this 
unnatural, unstable existence. 

I don't want to be like this forever—I know that some part of me felt 
this way, too. 


As it neared the middle of July, Г happened to be there again when the 
phone in the grand entry rang. 

“Sakaki? НеПооо ? You still not there?” 

After the machine picked up, a man's voice I remembered hearing 
before played on the speaker. 

“It's me, Arai. Have you been gone this whole time or what? I guess you 
didn't get my other messages. " 

I got them two months ago...but, well. 

His tone implied I tried calling a couple other times, you know. 
Although certainly I seemed to recall that in that call two months ago, it 
sounded like there was something he wanted to talk about. 

“I guess you're on a long trip? That would be a major problem for me. I 
can't remember if you have a cell phone or not. I hope you can try and pick 
up on this SOS from an old buddy." 

Wish I could, but...sorry, there's not much I can do about it now. Not to 
mention that the way I am now, I still can't really remember what this “old 
buddy" even looks like. 

“I say it's an SOS, but well, kind of like that other time, I was hoping 
you could help me out. After all, back in northyomi (?), we went through it 
all together. ..Right?^ 

I thought, Wha—? 

We went through it all in northyomi? 

I guessed “northyomi” was “North Yomi." Yomiyama North Middle 


abbreviated to North Yomi. Where I had gone until partway through my 
third year, eleven years ago... 

So Arai was a classmate from back then? 

From North Yomi...in third-year Class 3 that year? 

“Anyway, when you get this, could you call me? Please, Sakaki, babe.” 

Once he hung up, I went straight to the library on the second floor. 

An old friend named Arai...I still couldn't remember if his name was 
written with the characters for new well or rough-hewn well, but I thought 
maybe... 

The photo standing on my desk in the library...the commemorative one 
taken during the summer break of 1987. Maybe one of the people in that 
photo is him, I thought. 


They say it started in 1972. 

Twenty-six years ago looking back from today and fifteen years ago 
looking back from when I was a third-year in middle school eleven years 
ago. 

At the start of that school year, a student named Misaki in third-year 
Class 3 of North Yomi died. 

Misaki was a popular kid, beloved by everyone. None of the students 
wanted to accept such a sudden death, and...

“Did that—?” Sou looked more and more troubled. “Did that happen for 
real?" 

“Have I ever lied to you, Sou?" 

“But...” 

“It really happened.” Т replied with a serious face. “I experienced it 
myself eleven years ago. In third-year Class 3 at North Yomi...” 

The number of desks and chairs in the classroom was wrong, and there 


was a group of people who started panicking about it being an on year...In 
April, first one student's grandmother died.

That month, one of the students in third-year Class 3 at North Yomi 
jumped off the roof of the school building and died. 


Last summer break of middle

These words were written on the old color photo in the standing frame. I 
stood in front of the desk on which it rested, gazing down at it once again— 

“What is this a photo of?" 

I remembered being asked this question last summer, in this same spot, 
by that girl —Mei Misaki. 

“On the right there, is that you when you were younger, Mr. Sakaki?" 

Five people standing with the lake in the background. 

Facing the picture, the boy on the far right with his hand on his hip was 
definitely me. On Ше date printed in the photo—*8/3/1987"— a fifteen- 


year-old Teruya Sakaki. 

“It's a photo that brings back а lot of memories,” I said in answer to her 
question. “Of that memorable summer vacation.” 

“Oh yeah?” she responded offhandedly. “You look like you're having a 
lot of fun, the way you're smiling in this picture. You look like a totally 
different person...” 

I'm sure Г do, I now remember thinking at the time. Because I don't 
think I smile this way very much now that Рт an adult. 

"It's because I was with really good friends," I think I answered at the 
time. ^We were all classmates in middle school." 

... Yes. 

That's right: Everyone in this photo, we were all friends in third-year 
Class 3 that year at North Yomi... 

^My dad took the picture for us," I remembered adding, though she 
hadn't asked. 

“Стапара was there?” 

A voice came from one side. It was Sou. 

I recalled that, unusually, Tsukiho had brought both Sou and Mirei over 
to visit that day. I could hear the sounds of Mirei frolicking with her mother 
downstairs.

I/Teruya Sakaki was standing on the right edge of the group with a 
noticeable gap between the two girls and me. Г was holding а cane in ту 
left hand, probably because the injuries to my leg still hadn't healed three 
months after the accident. 

The boy on the left was tall and lanky and was wearing a gaudy 
Hawaiian shirt, exuding an unmistakable air of “off to summer holiday!" He 
had his right hand thrust forward with a thumbs-up and was grinning 
broadly. 

Beside him, a boy wearing a blue T-shirt was comparatively short and 
chubby, his face ridiculously serious behind his silver-rimmed glasses. His 
arms were crossed in front of his chest, and his lips were twisted a little 
grouchily. 

One of these two was the Arai who'd called me. But which one was it? 

I stared at their faces. 

Then I reached out for the picture frame with both hands and tried to 
gently pick it up. It lifted. Exerting this level of influence over an object this 
size wasn't difficult. 

I felt like the impression I'd gotten from his voice and way of talking 
matched the Hawaiian shirt kid on the left more. But...argh, I don't know. I 
couldn't remember which of them was Arai, nor the name of the one who 
wasn't Arai. 

I shifted my gaze to the two girls. 

The one on the left wore a light blue blouse with a tight, white skirt. 
She, too, was short and wore silver-rimmed glasses, but her short haircut 
and delicate features seemed to suit her. She was flashing a peace sign and 
smiling slightly, but her expression betrayed a trace of nervousness. 

The girl on the right was slender and about the same height as I'd been 
at the time, dressed in denim pants and a beige shirt. She was holding down 
her long hair, which was being teased by the wind, while also flashing a 
peace sign with a relaxed smile... 

...No, I still had no idea. 

I returned the frame to its spot and lowered myself into the chair at the 
desk. I slumped against the back of the chair. 


These people had been good friends of mine, and yet...And yet I could 
remember nothing about them. Not their names, or personalities, or their 
voices, or how they talked. 

“It's a photo that brings back а lot of memories. ” 

The words I had spoken in response to a question from Mei Misaki that 
day last summer echoed very distantly, somehow hollow, in my ears that 
were themselves nothing more than a “relic of life.”

Now I could see it clearly. It was more than an image; I should 
probably call it a “vision.”

The bottle probably contained whiskey or some kind of alcohol. And— 

Beside that was a plastic pill case with an open lid. Several pale 
capsules had spilled out from inside...And then— 


There had been one other thing in the center of the room. 

Something white had been dangling from Ше ceiling, swaying. Oh— 
it's... 

It's a rope. 

A white loop had been made at the end of the rope, just big enough for a 
human head to slip through... 

This is... 

This looks exactly like... 

...А voice (...What are you doing?). 

Someone's voice (What are you doing...? Teruya?). 

I could hear (...Stop it) (...Don't worry about it) several voices. 

One was Tsukiho's (You can't... Don't do it!). 

One was mine (Don't worry about it...) (It's...too late for me)... 


... My face just before death. 

The face reflected in the mirror in the grand entry, stained with blood. 

The contorted, stiff features suddenly slackening into an oddly peaceful 
look, as if freed from pain, fear, and uncertainty... And then. 


A faint movement on my lips. 

Trembling. 

Words were coming out of my mouth. Wringing out my strength on the 
precipice of death, some words were...What? What could those words have 
been...? 

What was I trying to say? 

They were just barely inaudible. Just barely impossible to read. Just on 
the edge of communicating... Argh—what could I have been trying to say?

What does it mean to be in love? 

Why are you asking me that out of the Бие? 

Does it mean you like someone? 

Mmm. That you like someone a whole lot maybe. Men usually love women, and women 
usually love men. Though I guess there are exceptions to that. 

Exceptions...So a man could like a man a whole lot, and that would be love? 

Well, sure. 

Have you ever done that? 

Wha—? No, I’m not into stuff like that... 

I mean have you ever been in love? 

Oh, I see...I’m not sure. 

Do you fall in love when you become a grown-up ? 

You can be in love even if you’re not a grown-up. Some kids get right to it. 

Hmmm...So, have you? Ever been in love? Who was your first love? 

You didn’t have one? 

No...I suppose I did. 

What does it feel like to be in love? Is it fun? Does it hurt? 

It’s...Oh, I dont know. I’m not sure I’m qualified to answer these questions. 

Why not? 

...Because I can't remember. 


I can't really remember. That's why... 


There are things called “crow days.” 

Several crows, maybe dozens of crows, which you typically don't see 
very many of around here, gather around a house. They perch on the roof or 
trees in the yard, occasionally cawing, one after another. The number of 
other wild birds and birdcalls drops dramatically, maybe because they're 
afraid. 

There аге a few days like that each month, and I’ve always called them 
crow days. 

Why do they all get together on those days? Maybe there's some reason 
or something sets it off, but I don't really know. 

Crows have an image as a sinister bird, but I most definitely do not hate 
these crows. 

They scavenge in trash bags in the city, so I guess they cause problems, 
but crows are living creatures, so if they know there's food in there, of 
course they're going to go after it. I’ve also heard that they fly after kids in 
parks and stuff and peck at their heads, but they don't do anything like that 
here. They just caw noisily, and I don't particularly hate them for that. 

Actually— 

I took care of an injured crow once, a long time ago. 

I treated its wounds as best I could, then put it in a cardboard box with a 
blanket in it and put that in the garage...I meant to look after it until it got 
better, but unfortunately it died pretty fast. Before there had been any time 
to tame it or even give it a name. 

I buried it in a corner of the backyard. I made a tiny grave marker for it 
from a scrap of wood. 

I made the marker, a misshapen cross. It's still there. 

Actually... 

After the incident with the crow, I tried several times to keep animals as 
pets at this mansion. 

Not dogs or cats, but lizards or frogs I caught in the yard or insects like 
praying mantises or crickets... The only mammal I ever had was a hamster. I 
also received a pair of finches that I tried keeping as pets. 


At one point, with the finches, I remember I couldn't stand keeping 
them locked up in the birdcage anymore, so I let them out. None of the 
other animals had very long lifespans, and they all died. 

I buried them all in a line next to the grave marker I had first put up for 
the crow. Making the same tiny marker every time I buried one. 

Thinking back on it, I wonder if I was doing that to see the thing called 
"death" in a living creature with my own eyes, to touch it and experience it 
up close...to try and discover what it meant. I suspect that's what it was.

Somewhere in the yard of this mansion, for example, just like those 
creatures I buried.

With this thought, I carefully scanned the ground on the property.

I can't deny the possibility that I simply overlooked it. But if the burial 
spot were somewhere outside the property, it would be utterly beyond my 
power to search for it...

(at least...here) 

What was this? 

What could it be? 

(...in this house) 

Surprised, I tried to catch it...But it slipped through the fingers of my 
mind and vanished... 

(...forget) 

Ah...Whose voice was this? 

And when? 

(everything...that happened tonight) 


The answer was just on the cusp of being understandable. 
The meaning so close to being visible. 

(...you need to forget) 
Smothered by a foggy sense of discomfort, my thoughts came to a stop. 


Wednesday, July 17. 

Sometime after the schools of the world had gone on summer break. On 
this day, just past noon, I appeared at Lakeshore Manor. 

The sky was slightly cloudy and not particularly summery, despite it 
being the height of the season. The sunlight was blunted, and the wind only 
lukewarm... Yes—and it was a crow day.

The photo from the 
last summer of middle school that brought back so many memories...

And they 
don’t have feet...Did this guy? This ghost you met?” 

“Feet?”

Their soul...I suppose so. Though I don't know if that's the right word for it. 

So they go to heaven or hell? 

I don't know about that, either, but... 

...What about ghosts? 

Hm? 

Do ghosts exist? If a soul stays in the world of the living, does it become a ghost? 

There's no such thing as ghosts. It's the job of a proper adult to say that...But hmm. I 
suppose they might. 

Hmmm. 

Maybe I just want them to exist. Anyway, even if they do exist, I doubt that every single 


person becomes a ghost... 


On that night of May 3, as I lay on the verge of death, the movement of my 
lips... 

What I had seen reflected in the mirror in that moment often rose 
vividly to mind and nothing could quiet my anxiety.

“Sakakibara, you said a little while ago that it's ‘50 complicated and 
nuanced.’” 

“Yeah...I did.” 

“Т agree it’s nuanced. But what looks complicated is actually just a lot 
of simple bits of naiveté all coming together and getting tangled up with 
each other. You could think of it that way.” 

“What kind of simple things?” 

“Let’s try listing off some key words.” 

Mei slowly closed her right eye, then opened it. 

“Child. Adult. Death. Ghost. Sadness...And maybe connected.” 

“Er, that’s...” 

“Each word is simple by itself, right? But they mingle together little by 
little while holding onto their individual meanings and get distorted...And 
the end result was Mr. Sakaki’s ghost appearing inside Sou.” 

“Umm...could you explain that?” 

“Wouldn’t it be crass to go into any more detail?” 

With those words, I couldn’t tell whether purposely or not, a slightly 
sadistic smile crept over Mei Misaki’s face. “It’s not like this is a question 
on a language arts test...Right?” 

I muttered, unsatisfied, and leaned back in the armchair. 

“All the same, though—" Mei said, her smile vanishing. “РП try and 
Straighten out what happened at Lakeshore Manor on May 3, at least. 
Because I think it’s best to leave it at that.” 


She said that Teruya Sakaki must have been living in sorrow for a long 
time. 


The sorrow of losing so many of his friends in the tragedy of '87 eleven 
years earlier. Then, the sorrow of losing his mother— 

Well, enough for him that he and his family fled from Yomiyama in 
order to escape the disasters, but people he knew in class and had left 
behind in the city continued to lose their lives to the unrelenting misfortune. 
There was no question he had also felt guilt that he alone had fled and been 
spared. That guilt that the passage of years couldn't erase...And still the 
SOITOW. 

At some point in the midst of it all, Sakaki had begun to be fascinated 
by death, even as he feared it. 

Perhaps dropping out of college and traveling all over the place had, 
from his perspective, been similar to caring for the animals and putting a 
row of grave markers for them in the garden: a ritual to explore the meaning 
of death. 

In the end, his thoughts had settled in a single direction. 

It would be much better for him to die, too, rather than to continue 
living like this, carrying his indelible sorrow. Then, he would be liberated 
from it. Then, he might be able to connect to everyone who had died before 
him. 

And so he had reached the certainty that it was time. He had forsaken 
his own life, thinking that there was nothing else he wished for. And then— 

Sakaki had decided to go through with it on the night of May 3, which 
was also his twenty-sixth birthday. He had written some words in Memories 
1998, reminiscent of a suicide note, and then he had set up a rope to hang 
himself and taken sleeping pills with alcohol...And at the moment he had 
thought it was done, unexpectedly Tsukiho had come over with Sou. 

It probably made sense for Sou to believe that the subsequent events, of 
Sakaki having the misfortune to fall from the corridor on the second floor 
and die, were facts remembered as “the ghost of Teruya Sakaki." Although 
in reality, they were based on the memories of events Sou himself had 
witnessed when he followed Tsukiho up to the second floor, which he had 
reconstructed from the perspective of *Sakaki's ghost." 

Witnessing the life slipping out of Sakaki's body, the man he had adored 
like a father or big brother, the shock had put Sou into a vacant-eyed stupor, 
from which he had tumbled into an almost insensate trance. Meanwhile, 
Tsukiho's first response had been to run over to where Sakaki had fallen, 


where she saw that he had already stopped breathing. 'The decisions and 
choices she made at that point determined how things developed. 

She had put Sou, still half-senseless, to bed in a decent location and then 
made a phone call. Before calling an ambulance or the police, she first 
called her husband Shuji Hiratsuka. 

“Something terrible has happened. Something awful...” 

Hearing Tsukiho's voice in snatches—Sou would tell Mei that memory 
later. 

"What?" 

Tsukiho's voice sounding surprised. 

"But. ..but that’s...” 

She was talking to someone on the phone. Probably Shuji. Sou said he 
guessed it from the way she talked. 

“Right...a-all right. I...understand. Just please hurry... All right... Yes, 
please. I'll be here.” 

A short while later, Shuji Hiratsuka rushed into the house. He had a 
doctor's license and confirmed Sakaki's death, and Tsukiho told him the 
details of what had happened...At this point, Sou's memories became 
patchier and patchier, more like guesses. 

Should they inform the police of what happened or not? 

Teruya Sakaki had absolutely intended to kill himself that night, but in 
the end the one who had caused him to fall was Tsukiho. The reality was 
that it was an unfortunate accident, but she was afraid that she would be 
investigated for her role in involuntary manslaughter. And that the police 
might wrongly suspect her of even worse. 

In any event, the fact that a family member—a brother-in-law, from 
Shuji's perspective—had attempted suicide would be an immense scandal 
for a distinguished local family like the Hiratsukas that they wouldn't want 
to be widely known. And when Tsukiho had a connection like that to the 
event, they wanted even less for it to become public. There was going to be 
an election in the fall...After talking it over, the two came to a decision. 

Namely, the cover-up. 

To erase the fact that Teruya Sakaki had died there that night. To say 
instead that he had gone on a long trip somewhere by himself. He really did 
have a streak of wanderlust like that, so it wasn't a far-fetched scenario. He 
had few close friends, so Shuji and Tsukiho were probably also planning to 


wrap it all up in the end by saying he had disappeared on his trip. 

In that case, they would have to dispose of the body. They would have 
to dump it or hide it somewhere that no third party would find it. 

“Atleast...do it here.” 

At that point, Sou thought, Tsukiho had probably spoken up. This, too, 
was a fragment of conversation that Sou had heard in his flickers of 
awareness and remembered. 

“...In this house.” 

They probably had a lot of options for hiding the body: burying it in the 
forest or sinking it in the ocean or Ше lake...But on that one point, she 
would not Бидее. 

The Lakeshore Manor her deceased father had so loved, and for which 
Sakaki had also held a fierce attachment, was a special house. Tsukiho 
knew that well. So even though they were covering up his death to serve 
their own purposes, she begged that his body be buried there, at the very 
least. 

At least...do it here. 

In this house. 

Somewhere inside the house— 

In the end, Shuji relented to her request. In the future, when the time 
came that Teruya Sakaki was declared missing and presumed dead, 
Lakeshore Manor would pass to his natural-born sister, Tsukiho. There 
would be no problems taking possession of it. Perhaps his decision had 
been made with that expectation. And then— 

The place they selected for hiding the body was that room in the 
basement that had gone totally unused for so many years that very few 
people even knew existed. 

The two carried the body down there and decided to make the room 
itself disappear They likely decided to have Shuji himself do the 
construction work to seal up the door and outside windows or to make 
secret arrangements to have it done. Since he also had his hand in 
construction-related businesses, it wouldn't have been very difficult to 
arrange... 

When they sealed up the body, they brought Sakaki's single-lens reflex 
camera and set it beside him, which had no doubt been at Tsukiho's behest. 
One could imagine with the same intention as placing a favorite object of 


the deceased with them in the coffin... 

As for the diary that had been placed with him, that had probably been 
to hide evidence. They thought it was a bad idea to leave something that 
could be read as a suicide note lying around to be found in the bedroom or 
library. In which case, it might have been better to tear it up and throw it out 
or burn it. But perhaps they hadn't done so in order to use it as “insurance” 
in the worst-case scenario. 

If by some small chance the existence of the disappeared basement 
room were revealed and the body were to be discovered, the “suicide note” 
in the diary would be important. It could be powerful evidence to make the 
excuse that Sakaki's death had originally been suicide. Done with that in 
mind... 


“Apparently that room in the basement was originally built as a stove 
room.” 

Appending that explanation, Mei glanced at the round tabletop. Her 
eyes had landed on the sketchbook she had closed and set down there. 

“They would light a big coal stove in there, and chimneys to let the 
smoke out ran to all the important parts of the house to heat the house in the 
winter. They stopped using that a really long time ago, so after Mr. Sakaki's 
dad got the house they just ignored that room.” 

“So that little black rock Sou was holding really was coal?” 

Mei nodded. “Yeah. I think it was a piece of coal someone dropped a 
long, long time ago, and he picked it up while he was groping around in that 
pitch-dark room.” 

... But still. 

How had Sou Hiratsuka managed to get into that room the night of 
August 2? The door and outside windows were all sealed up, and there 
shouldn't have been any gaps big enough for him to get in through. 

When I voiced this question, Mei answered casually. 


“Purely by luck, apparently.” 

“By luck?” 

“Given what that room was originally used for, there would have been a 
chute or hole or something for throwing coal in there directly from outside. 
Like a tunnel slanting down from above-ground into the room.” 

You could probably imagine it like a trash chute in a building. 

“People forgot it even existed a long time ago, and 'Tsukiho and her 
husband didn't know about it, either. And nobody noticed it when they did 
the work to seal up the door and windows. From inside the room, the hole 
the coal fell out of probably just looked like it was half blocked with junk 
or something anyway.” 

“And Sou found that?” 

“It looks like it really was purely by chance. Sure, he noticed there were 
fewer skylights to the basement that day, but he couldn't possibly have 
phased through the wall or anything since he's not a real ghost. So while he 
was wandering around near there in a stupor, he just happened to find an old 
iron lid in the ground, and when he opened it up...” 

“That's how he got in.” 

“T don't think he really understood what happened. It probably felt like 
falling down a hole. He even said he felt an unexpected impact. And he was 
covered in cuts that he probably got from that...” 

On the night of August 2, Mei had rescued Sou from the basement 
room. Apparently there was a lot of trouble afterward. All I could think 
was, I imagine there would be, yeah. 

“I wasn't sure what to do, but obviously I had to call Kirika first. I gave 
her a rundown of the situation and asked her to tell my father, too, and then 
come over as soon as she could.” 

“What about the Hiratsukas? Weren't they panicking because Sou 
wasn't there?" 

" Apparently they hadn't noticed," Mei replied. Her voice a touch glum. 
" After the incident in May, when Sou was at home, he started staying in his 
room. And I don't think Tsukiho knew that Sou had gone out after the sun 
went down that night." 

“Hmm. When you say that, it makes me think of..." 

I felt like the isolation Sou experienced in the Hiratsuka house was 
being shoved into my face. I was sure his home environment had been 


basically the same even before what happened in May. 

“After that, all kinds of stuff happened...In the end, the police came. 
Sou went to the hospital. And one of the police officers asked me a ton of 
questions, but...” 

There were a lot of questions about how the incident was handled after 
that. The fact that a body had been discovered in the basement was never 
announced publicly, and for some reason, neither of the Hiratsukas wound 
up being arrested for suspicion of illegally disposing of a body or anything 
else. 

The only change was that Shuji Hiratsuka withdrew from the election he 
had planned to join for the fall. 1 don't know what grown-up dynamics were 
at work there. Even when Mei asked Kirika what was going on, she only 
got fake-sounding answers. 


How had Sou Hiratsuka become convinced that he was the ghost of Teruya 
Sakaki? 

I know it makes me look crass, but I attempted to work out an 
explanation for it afterward. I couldn't stop myself. Using the key words 
Mei pointed out earlier as clues— 

“Sou cared a lot about Mr. Sakaki. Because to Sou, Mr. Sakaki played a 
role more like a father or an older brother...” 


Do you want to grow up? Or would you rather not? 
... Whichever. 
*Whichever"? 
You're not free as a kid... But I hate grown-ups. 
You hate them? 


It depends on the person. If I could be a grown-up I like, Га want to grow up right now. 


“On the other hand, Sou hated adults. I imagine he probably disliked most 
adults who weren't Mr. Sakaki. Including Mr. Hiratsuka, who was 
Tsukiho's second husband, and Tsukiho who poured all her affection onto 
little Mirei, her child with Mr. Hiratsuka, and probably the teachers at his 
school, too...And that's why. 

“That's why Sou thought that. 

“That if he could be a grown-up he liked, he'd want to grow up right 
away. In other words, if he could be like Mr. Sakaki, he would want to 
grow up as fast as he could..." 


What happens to people when they die? 


—Hmm? 


Do they move on to the afterlife when they die? 


Well...who can say? 


Do ghosts exist? If a soul stays in “the world of the living," does it become 
a ghost? 


There's no such thing as ghosts. It's the job of a proper adult to say that...But hmm. I suppose 
they might. 
Hmmm. 


Maybe I just want them to exist. 


“And Mr. Sakaki, who he idolized so much, died right in front of Sou. 
“The person he loved most and who was most important to him in that 


moment. The only adult he wanted to grow up to be...That's who died. 
“Sou didn't want to accept the reality that Mr. Sakaki was gone. But the 
dead didn't come back to life for him. 
*Sou had lost the ideal adult he wanted to grow up to be. If he couldn't 
be like him, he'd rather stay a child, without any freedom. But even if he 
didn't want to, he would still grow up..." 


Do some people turn into ghosts when they die and other people don't? 
They say people who die with grudges or regrets in this life become ghosts. 
What if something horrible happens to you and you die? Like Oiwa-san? 
That's turning into a vengeful spirit and taking revenge on the person who did the horrible thing 
to you. There's also when someone dies without being able to tell someone important how they feel 


about them or when someone doesn't get a proper burial... 


“Maybe if Tsukiho and her husband had called an ambulance or the police 
that night. If Mr. Sakaki's death had become public and they had held a 
proper funeral and burial— 

“Then maybe Sou wouldn't have become a “ghost.” 

“But the reality turned out different. 

“When Tsukiho ordered Sou to forget what had happened that night and 
it became subliminal...and combined with the major shock he had 
undergone, he really did seal away his memories of that night and shut 
down emotionally. Mr. Sakaki's death was covered up and he couldn't be 
properly mourned by everyone...And then “the ghost of Teruya Sakaki’ 
awoke inside Sou and started to appear occasionally. But from Sou's 
perspective, that was also linked to granting his own desire under a different 
guise. 

“In one sense, there was his desire for Mr. Sakaki to stay among the 
living. For him to turn into a ghost and be by Sou's side, even if he was 
dead. 

“In another sense, there was Sou's desire to not become one of the 


grown-ups he hates, but instead to become the grown-up he likes best of all, 
as fast as he could. If he was going to turn into a grown-up he hates, then he 
preferred to stay a kid. But he was going to grow up whether he liked it or 
not. So given that, he would want to become Ше ‘adult’ who was “the ghost 
of Teruya Sakaki, who he liked best.” Maybe he also wanted to, in some 
sense, stop time for himself by doing that...” 


When a person dies, they can connect in some way with everyone. I get that feeling. 
Who is “everyone”? 


I mean everyone who died before them. 


“The fact that Sou woke up as “the ghost of Teruya Sakaki' and started to 
search for Mr. Sakaki's missing body, while occasionally popping up here 
and there to go through his memories as а 'ghost'...that might have been an 
act on Mr. Sakaki's behalf. 

“Rather than Sou fulfilling his own desires, the ‘ghost of Teruya Sakaki’ 
might have kept at it for the sake of his own/Teruya Sakaki's death. If he 
could find his body and make it public, and get his proper “death” to take 
him, then he/Teruya Sakaki would be able to connect with “everyone.” Mr. 
Sakaki had always wanted that... And that's why.” 


“What do you think?” 

I finished my crass analysis, feeling immensely nervous, and tried to 
gauge Mei's reaction. 

Mei's arms were folded over her chest gravely. 


“It's good enough, I suppose,” she answered. An image of Mr. Chibiki 
in a pose I had often seen him adopt seemed to superimpose itself on her. 
“It's not really an issue where you can point to one right answer...It's 
just...” 

“What?” 

“I feel kind of awful making this analogy, but maybe that ghost was 
kind of like a mirage?” 

“A mirage?” 

Now that she mentioned it, there had been a quick scene in her story 
about a mirage you could see in the ocean at Hinami. 

“Yes,” Mei replied, shutting her right eye. “An illusory scene, appearing 
and then disappearing. Light gets bent by temperature differences in the air, 
and the original scene appears in a different place, stretched out or 
compressed or turned upside down...a twisted, false image.” 

“Right.” 

“What everyone around him saw was the true image of the boy Sou 
Hiratsuka. But what the boy himself saw was like that, a false image of 
himself twisted like a mirage. That was the “ghost of Mr. Sakaki.’” 

“Yeah...” 

“The temperature difference in the air is, in other words, the difference 
in momentum of the particles in the air. You could also say it's the 
difference in density per unit time.” 

“Sure, [ guess.” 

“In Sou's case, the cause of the bending was a difference in temperature 
in his heart. Or the density of sorrow in his heart. It got to be too much and 
his true form twisted into that false image... That's what I think." 

Mei let out a sigh, and I nodded, thinking it over. 

It began to occur to me that, oddly, this analogy fit much more perfectly 
than my strained, pedantic explanation— 

“Speaking of awful," I said. *I thought up a rule." 

“A rule?" 

“More like a pattern to recognize the “ghost of Teruya Sakaki. 

“Oh?” 

Mei looked at me with intense interest. 

Even as Г was seized again by nerves, I tried to describe the problem 
that I had been thinking about for some time and had tried to summarize in 
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my head. 

“While Sou was appearing as a ghost, how was Sou himself being 
perceived? It couldn't possibly have been the same in every situation. So I 
think it probably broke down into patterns like this...”

1. When he was the only person there. The “ghost of Teruya Sakaki” 
would perceive the physical form of Sou Hiratsuka as “not there.”

“The only person fitting the third pattern was Mei Misaki," I continued, 
recalling the minor details of the story she had told me. *For example, when 
the ghost appeared at the afternoon tea at your family's vacation house. 
You went out onto the terrace by yourself in a way that seemed to be an 
invitation, and Sou followed you out, right? So then, when the two of you 
were alone, he started talking to you as the ghost. But then, in that situation, 
Sou himself became “not there”... 

“And then your father came outside. Since he acted like Sou was there 
with you, the ghost's perception had to change, too, so he couldn't talk to 
you directly anymore and started to disappear..." 

I think that's how it 
went." 

“And then—” I pressed on. “The part that bothered me most was why 
would Sou have misunderstood in the first place? About your left eye being 
able to see him as a ghost? That you could see him?"

So I 
was sure someone—at least Sou—was inside the house, so I rang Ше 
doorbell, but no one came to the door. And so I went around to the back 
door. 

“That door was open, and when I went inside, I saw someone's shoes. А 
pair of dirty sneakers smaller than mine..." 

Mei had gone up to the second floor. She'd had the impression that 
she'd seen a person in the window of the library, so she'd headed straight 
there and— 

"At exactly that second, the owl clock on the opposite wall rang and 
distracted me. And while my attention was focused on one of Kirika's dolls 
on a display shelf, I walked into the room..." 

At that point, Sou was standing in front of the desk by the left wall, 
which was in Mei's blind spot since she could only see out of her right eye 

“It was really as simple as I couldn't physically see him.” Mei pointed 
at her eye patch. “But right after that —" 

“You took your eye patch off." 

“Tt was dirty and felt gross, so I took it off. Almost at the same second, a 
bunch of crows flew past the window...”

It surprised me, and when I spun around to look 
at him, he was standing in front of the desk, so 1...”

“Yes...I can...,” Mei had replied frankly. 

“When Sou and I talked after that, we were out of step with each other 
at first, but he was so serious about it when һе told me, ‘Mr. Sakaki is dead’ 
and ‘I’m his ghost’...In the end, I got into the habit of following his lead. I 
asked him about the details of what had happened up to that point...and 
while I was listening, I started to understand what was going on іп $0175 
mind. Once I did, somehow I understood that pointing out to him *but 
you're Sou’ right then and there would have been bad...” 

" And then two days later you decided to look into it. You asked Kirika 
to invite the Hiratsuka family over to your house." 

“That's right." 

Mei ran the middle finger of her left hand down across her eye patch. 

"| wanted to find out, first of all, what had actually happened to Mr. 
Sakaki. In other words, how much of Sou's story was true. I wanted to see 
how he acted when he was with Tsukiho and his family..." 

Instead of nodding, I let out a long sigh. 

I thought I was used to this by now, but I was starting to feel myself 
being swallowed up in the atmosphere of this basement room so dominated 
by the *emptiness" of the dolls. And so somehow, despite our discussion of 
the *underlying truth," I was starting to feel as if we were the ones who 
were really the “mirage”... 

Maybe she guessed what was happening— 

“You want to go somewhere else?" Mei suggested. “Let's go to the 
sofas upstairs. We're mostly done with the story anyway." 


Thinking about it, I was pretty sure this was the first time I had been ш the 
first-floor gallery without Grandma Amane being there. The gallery was 
closed, so the string music that always played was also missing. The air- 
conditioning wasn't on, either, and it felt a little muggy compared to the 
basement— 

When we sat down on the sofas that faced each other at an angle, I felt 
as if I could hear, unpleasantly clearly, Mei's breathing and all its subtle 
changes...And even at this late point, I felt a little fidgety. My heart was 
racing. 

Mei had brought her sketchbook upstairs with her and started to set it 
down on the armrest of the sofa, but before she did, she murmured to 
herself, “Oh right,” and instead placed the sketchbook on her lap. I 
wondered what that had been about but pressed ahead. 

“So hey, that reminds me.

Г was just wondering what that could mean, when Ме! picked up the 
envelope that had been stuck into her sketchbook and pulled something out 
of it.

She held out a photograph. When I looked at it, a small noise escaped 
me. “Oh...Is this it?” 

“Mr. Sakaki’s ‘photo that brings back so many memories’ from summer 
vacation eleven years ago.”

“Mitarai,” and “Arai.” 

Just like Mei had said in her story, below “Yagisawa” and “Arai” was 
written an “X” and the word “dead.” 

“I tried to play it innocent on the phone. I said, ‘I’m sorry, whose house 
is this, then?’ And then the answer was—” 

Mei cast her eyes down to the photo I held in my hands.

“Mitarai?” 

“The second from the left in the picture. The chubby kid with the 
glasses and blue T-shirt. Apparently it was his house. Mitarai.” 

“But the message on the answering machine was from Arai...,” I started 
to protest, then realized: “But maybe Arai was something else.” 

“It could have been Mitarai's nickname or what his friends called him. 


Just taking the last part of his name and calling him Arai instead.” 

“But what about this person with the *X”?” 

“If that person's name were Arai, too, it would be confusing, right? So I 
think it's a different reading of the characters. Like Nii instead of Arai.” 

“—Oh yeah.” 

“Tt was Nii who died all those years ago. Mitarai is alive and had been 
keeping in touch with Mr. Sakaki. He just happened to call him up... 
Probably he needed something, like he was going to ask him to lend him 
some money or something.” 

Looking at it this way, the truth was almost humorous. For the “ghost of 
Sakaki" (1.е., Sou), who lacked the knowledge that Arai was Mitarai, it 
definitely would have been shocking and confused him. 

—But even so. 

What was this photo doing here? Had Mei taken it from the library in 
Lakeshore Manor? Or maybe... 

I glanced at Mei's hands. 

The light blue envelope, just big enough to hold a photograph. I spotted 
something written on the face of the envelope and a stamp. 

Had someone mailed it to her? If so, who? 

Before I could ask, Mei said, *By the way...Sakakibara. 

“When you look at that photo, do you sense anything?" 


“Like what?" 

My eyes fell once again to the photograph from eleven years ago. 

The students of the 1987 third-year Class 3 at Yomiyama North Middle. 
Who had been invited by Teruya Sakaki to share a peaceful moment over 
summer break at Lakeshore Manor in Hinami, unaffected by the "disasters." 
But afterward, of the four who had returned to Yomiyama, Yagisawa and 
Nii had lost their lives... 

“...Рт not sure." 


I looked into Mei's face. At that, her right eye narrowed slyly. 

“You don't feel like the spacing is unnatural?" 

“Huh?” 

I looked back at the photo. 

An unnatural space? An unnatural... 

“...ОМ” 

Неге? 

Teruya Sakaki on the far right and to his left the girl called Yagisawa. 
Here, between the two of them... 

“They're standing apart from each other. Mr. Sakaki and Yagisawa,” 
Mei said. “Don’t you think it’s weird how far apart they are from each 
other? Almost like...” 

“Yeah. It's almost like...” 

As I was responding, I was remembering something. The two photos we 
had taken in front of the gate to Sakitani Memorial Hall on the class trip in 
August. 

Both showed five people. 

The first one was me, Mei, Kazami, Teshigawara, and Ms. Mikami in 
that order. In the second one, Teshigawara had been replaced by Mochizuki, 
who was pressed right up against “his beloved Ms. Mikami”... 

..„Утт...уттттт... 

А low-frequency noise started up somewhere in my head. 

If I were to look at those photos five or ten years from now, how would 
they appear to me? That was the question. As time passed, my memories of 
the “extra person”/“the casualty” from this year would fade and 
disappear...Vmm...vmmmmm...and she would vanish from the photos. And 
then an unnatural space where a picture of someone had originally been 
but по longer appeared would develop in her place... 

“Ты is...," I said, my eyes still fixed on the photo in my hand. 
Without realizing it, my empty hand had been pressed over my chest. My 
voice was panting and short of breath. “Could it be that originally there was 
—that this picture used to show someone beside Mr. Sakaki?” 

“You get that feeling, right?” 

“Y...yeah.” 

“That’s what I think. Someone used to be in this picture. That it must 
have been “the casualty' who'd infiltrated third-year Class 3 eleven years 


ago. And—" 

Mei cut herself off suggestively and ran her slender fingers down the 
white of her eye patch. She seemed to be saying, “You know what Рт 
going to say next," but I had no idea at all. 

"And well," Mei continued. *I was thinking maybe that someone was 
Mr. Sakaki's first love." 

“Wha—?” 

“Because apparently, in all the different conversations he had with Sou, 
Mr. Sakaki said something like this...” 


So, have you? Ever been in love? Who was your first love? 
You didn't have one? 
No...I suppose I did. 
What does it feel like to be in love? Is it fun? Does it hurt? 
It's...Oh, I don’t know. I m not sure I’m qualified to answer these questions. 
Why not? 


...Because I can't remember. 


Caring so much... Yeah, that's definitely true. I remember that. I think I cared...a lot. But... 
But what? 


I just can't remember. No matter how hard I try, I can't remember who that person was. 


“Т told you how there was an “archive of the disasters’ on the second floor 
of Lakeshore Manor, right? These words were written on the wall of that 
room: “Who are you? Who were you?’” 

“Yeah...you did." 

“At the point this photo was taken, during summer break, of course Mr. 


Sakaki didn't know who the casualty was for that year, and neither did 
anyone else. There's no way they could have known. So maybe during that 
time, Mr. Sakaki started to like her. Never knowing that she was the 
casualty...” 

After the graduation ceremony in 1987, when the phenomenon for that 
year ended and the casualty disappeared, all the various records that had 
been altered to make things consistent would return to normal. It would turn 
out that she had never existed in that year, and eventually she would 
disappear from the memories of the people involved and over a long 
enough time, she would vanish. 

Even the memories of Тегиуа Sakaki, who had loved her, could not 
escape this rule. 

Maybe Sakaki had even found out that she had been that уеаг’5 casualty 
from his North Yomi classmate Mitarai after the graduation ceremony. His 
memories of being in love with her, of liking her so much—that impression 
on his heart had lasted inside him even after she had disappeared. But the 
girl's name, face, voice, the words they had spoken to each other, the time 
they had spent together...all those memories had inevitably faded as time 
went on and disappeared. And then after however many years, he was no 
longer able to remember all the things he had shared with her. That's why 


That's why he... 


“That might be the biggest reason Mr. Sakaki was entranced by death.” 
After a few seconds of silence, I spoke the thought as it occurred to me. 
“If he died, he could connect with everyone who had died before. But 
maybe it was her he wanted to connect with more than ‘еуегуопе.?” 
“—Could be,” Mei responded, her gaze cast downward. “Although... 
that's a feeling I don't really understand.” 
"Really...?" 


“I don't think Гуе ever cared about someone that much.” 

“You dont think?” 

“Yeah. I'm not sure.” 

Letting out a quiet sigh, I took another look at the photo that brought 
back so many memories of eleven years ago. 

The unnatural space between Teruya Sakaki and Whoever Yagisawa. 
No—no matter how hard I squinted, I couldn't see anybody there. 

A fifteen-year-old Teruya Sakaki holding a brown cane in his left hand 
and resting his right hand on his hip, smiling. The sheer happiness in his 
smile left me feeling incredibly sad. 

“Have you figured out the last puzzle left?" Mei's voice broke in on my 
thoughts. 

“What puzzle?" I lifted my eyes from the photo. 

“Of Mr. Sakaki's last words." 

“Oh...that ‘tsu’ and ‘ki’ stuff?" 

“Yeah.” 

“Well...” 

I had been thinking he really was saying the “tsuki” in Tsukiho. 

Like maybe he wanted to say something to her at the very, very end, 
since she had tried to stop him from committing suicide. Or maybe — 

“We can drill even deeper into it. Look at it as the ‘dying message’ 
someone speaks in a mystery novel.” 

“Oh yeah?” Mei narrowed her right eye dubiously. I outlined my 
thought. 

“Say Tsukiho had actually pushed Mr. Sakaki over Ше railing 
deliberately. When Mr. Sakaki finally fell from the second-floor corridor, he 
picked up on the murderous intent directed at him, and...” 

“He wanted to tell someone that Tsukiho was the culprit?” 

“Well, from his perspective anyway.” 

At that, Mei pursed her lips a little and looked at me, almost scowling. 

“Overruled,” she said. “If that were the case, wouldn't the expression on 
Mr. Sakaki's face right before he died, which Sou saw, be strange? He said 
his expression was oddly peaceful...as if he'd been freed from suffering, 
and fear, and anxiety. Because ‘tsu...ki’ is what he said in that moment.” 

“Hmmm. When you put it that way, you're right. So then..." 

So then what could it have been? I cocked my head in thought. 


What had he been saying at the very end...? 

“I stopped Бу the secondary library recently, actually. To see Mr. 
Chibiki,” Mei said. 1 was caught a little flat-footed. 

“Why’d you go back?” 

“I wanted to see that file.” 

What file?...The one Mr. Chibiki kept? That folder with the pitch-black 
cover where he kept copies of the class lists for the last twenty-seven years, 
from the year it started twenty-six years ago up to this year? 

“For whatever reason, while all kinds of records are compromised by 
the “phenomenon” and go back to normal, that file is apparently the only 
thing that is partially overlooked. Notes on the name of the casualty for an 
on year especially. So I wanted to check it and see." 

When she said that, I was finally able to guess. 

“То see who was Ше casualty in 1987?" 

*Mr. Sakaki didn't know about this, remember. If he had, he might have 
been able to go and check it himself." 

Since he had changed schools early on, he probably hadn't had a chance 
to come into contact with Mr. Chibiki. So he wouldn't have had any way of 
learning that the file existed— 

" And I found out her name. The casualty in 1987." 

“The girl who was Mr. Sakaki's first love?" 

Mei nodded silently. 

“It was Satsuki." 

She spoke her name. 

“Satsuki Shinomiya.” 

With “Shinomiya” written with the characters for four halls and 
“Satsuki” written with characters that could read hope on a sandy shore. 

“See? So...” 

So...of course. 

“You mean 'tsu...ki' was him saying ‘Satsuki’?” 

“Staring death in the face, maybe Mr. Sakaki remembered. That her 
name was Satsuki. And that's why his expression was so peaceful..."

“ki.” So the round shape of his mouth afterward—what had looked like the 
vowel O—had simply been him trying to breathe out in relief. Or perhaps 
after saying her name, he had started to say something like “You...” 


“That's just me conjecturing, though,” Mei added, and she let out a 
short sigh. 


Sakaki and Satsuki, eleven years ago... 

Looking at the photo I held, my mind turned over the coincidence. 

Satsuki could be written with the characters for fifth month. In other 
words, May.

Wanting to shake off the faint, low frequency that had once again started 
up, I sluggishly shook my head.

“Sou,” Mei replied. Then, she picked the envelope up again. “He sent 
me that photo and the note and also this letter."

“Is it okay if I read it, too?" 

“Sure.” 

This is what was written in the letter. In an extremely skilled adult hand 


I am doing well now. 
I hope you will accept this photograph. 


If you do not want it, please feel free to throw it out. 


L, too, will be in middle school next spring. 


I hope to see you again sometime. 


Without a word, I handed the photo, note, and letter all back to Mei. She 
put them back into the envelope; then, though she said nothing, she turned 
the envelope facedown and rested it on top of her sketchbook— 

That was when the name and address of the sender, written on the back 
of the envelope, came to my attention. I didn't grasp the meaning of it all at 
once. “No—” I heard myself say, and turned to ask Mei, “How...When?” 

“T don't know Ше details...but he didn't want to stay with his family in 
Hinami anymore." 

“But this address—" 

"Maybe it's a relative or someone he knows. They've taken him into 
their house for the time being." 

"Oh. ..but..." 

For a short time, I was unable to tear my eyes from the letters that 
marched across the envelope. I was totally incapable of calming the spread 
of an unsettling apprehension, but I had the strong impression that it would 
be wrong to voice it here. 

I felt a faint breeze then, even though the air conditioner was off. 

The air rustled chill. 

The address read: *Akazawa home, 6-6 Tobii District, Yomiyama." 

And below that, the name— 

Not “Sou Hiratsuka," but simply “Sou.”

Afterword 


While writing, I had imagined Another as a long-form one-off. 

At the very least, I had thought that the story of Koichi Sakakibara and 
Mei Misaki against the backdrop of Yomiyama ш Ше year 1998 would end 
there—but then the magazine serialization ended and the story was put out 
in paperback. Out of nowhere, I watched a multimedia empire develop 
around it, and my thinking started to change. I wouldn't mind writing a little 
more about Mei Misaki, still at age fifteen т 1998, I thought. 

At that point, my mind hit on the *blank space of over a week" when 
Mei left Yomiyama and went with her family to their seaside vacation 
home, before the class trip over the summer. I could tell a story where she 
actually got involved in some sort of incident during that time that Koichi 
doesn't know about... 

Playing with various ideas along these lines, I started to see what I was 
going to do. 

The title was the first thing I decided on: Another Episode S. 

The S of Episode S is for “summer,” for “seaside,” for “secret,” for the 
character who becomes the narrator, “the other person named Sakaki"...I 
could go even further and mention the S of “shitai” (corpse) and 
"shinkirou" (mirage), too. 

Still, this started out positioned as a side story or a spin-off of Another, 
but I started to feel like it couldn't really be a spin-off when Mei Misaki is 
the heroine. Not only that, but the present day where Mei is telling Koichi 
the details of the incident is after the final scene of the original Another 
books—at the end of September 1998. From a timeline perspective, I came 


to believe it might not be entirely unreasonable to call this a sequel. 


This novel has rather a different flavor from the original Another, 
though it keeps the aforementioned troubling phenomenon that occurs in 
third-year Class 3 at Yomiyama North Middle as a shared dominant note. It 
might have something of a perplexing bent, but now that the story is 
complete, I сапт help but feel it might have been necessary to position а 
story like this here. And once it was done, it also struck me that, in some 
sense, it turned out to be quite an Ayatsuji-esque novel. 

I hope you'll enjoy it. 


I have a few other ideas (delusions?) for sequels to Another. 

I can't know for sure which of these will ever be written, but 
presumably much depends on the desires of you, the readers. The rest is just 
a question of my mental and physical resources. In any event, I’m going to 
take a little while to recharge and let the fantasies run wild. 


During my run through ten total issues in the Syousetsuya Sari-sari 
magazine, my editor Ms. Akiko Kanako was always an incredible help. I 
give her my gratitude for every last bit of it. Thanks also go to Mr. 
Shinichiro Inoue, who gave me many insightful suggestions during the idea 
phase. I would also like to take this opportunity to thank the cover artist Ms. 
Shiho Toda and the formatter Ms. Kumi Suzuki, as well as Ms. Akiko
